Let me advise you that if this spillage is due to any activities on your
part, that this constitutes violations of City, State, and Federal Laws. The
laws contain severe penalties for the discharge of oil or petroleum products,
This office maintains periodic surveillance thoughout the corporate limits of
the City, and will watch this area closely. If the discharge described is
not due to any activity on your part, you can help significantly by reporting
any such activities immediately to this office.
